Lenrn Aboumt Warships, Which
Are as Yet in an Experi-
mental Siage—liis
Idean,

NEW YORK, June 6—The Iudependent
this week will contain an article by Hear
Admiral Sampson ofi “The United States
Navy,” in which he says: *I huve long
believed that the navy of the United States
is not adequate to the needs of the nation,
and In spitd of our victories the ov
of the past year have tended strongly to
confirm the view I held before the war
began. For an army increase, 1 fall to
see the necesslty. It is hardly concelvable
that we could use a large army except for
wars of forelgn congquest, which the seén-
timent of our country would no! permit.
No power except Great Britain could hope
to attack us success{ully upon the land.
No two powers combined could hope to
effect anything against us by sending an
army to this country.

“Three thousand miles of waler protect
us from anll except one possible enemy—
Great Britain—who has of late shown most
unmistakably that she desires permanent
peace and the closest friendship. Her at-
titude Is all that could be desired. I do
not belleve that there Is any rocm for
doubt as to the good faith of the English.
They really wish our friendship and are
prepared to muake zacritices to securae it.

“Foreign armies, therefore, do not con-
stituts & danger to this couniry. The pos-
slble wars which confront us are naval
wars, and In order 1o wege them success-
Tully we need more ships. I believe that
wa should have at lenst twice ps many
ships as our -nuvy at present contalns
Whether or not we desire to have ft so,
the war has made & greal change In our
position amang the natlons. 1t hns gained
& new estimate of us and has put us In
the front rank of the powers whase voices
decide questions of the warld's polltics.

“At the same time we have greatly extend-
ed our coast line and -have undertaken the
government of large and distant territor-
fes. We have became #n Asfatlc power and
cannot evade the responsibllities of such a
position. We have great Interests in the
Pacific ocean and must be prepared to
cope with any who are disposed to deny
our rights there. To safeguird our Inter-
eslS, 1o malntuin our position, to speak
with the authority thst becomes us, we
need ships and still more ships. 1f our easy
victorles over the fleets of 2 weak naval
power fill our people with the belief that
we have nmow A navy that Is lurge ¢nough
for all our needz, then those victories wili
have done us harm Instead of good. 1
believe in harbor defenses which only de-
termined attack of the enemy could over-
come.

“We have still much to learn about mod-
ern warships. They are as vt in the ex-
perimental stage. My own Iden s that the
naval increasze should be made by the
building of more vessels of the New York
type and that greater speed and conl ca-
pacity must be secured even though it be
necessary to sacrifice some armor thick-
ness In order o secure them. Our need
of swift armored crulsers transcends other
naval needs.

“The present is & gond time to press the
needs of the navy upon the country, which
will goon be quivering from end to end with
emotions produced by the reception of the
hero of Manila. The extraordinary and
widespread disposition.to do hilm honor can
Ecircely be otherwise than pleasing to all
officers of the navy. No man could possibiy
have done more thoroughly than Dewey
what he st out to do, and that Is the
tesl. His fame is secure for the future.”

First Washington Regliment Took
Possession the Day Before Gen-
eral Hall Arrived.

MANILA, June 6.—General Hall sncoun-
tered no resistance In his march from An-

tipalo to Morong through Teresa.

The inhabitants did not leave the latter
town, but met the Americans, representing
themselves as friend=. A large numbar
af the natives passed through the American
lines, returning to Antipolo. .

Hall's march was vory difficult and therc
were many cases of prostration of Amer-
lean soldiers by the heat.

The brigude moved into Morong at 11
o'cvlock yesterday and found that Celons!
Wholley, with the First Washington, hac
ptiured the town the day before, killing
1T natives,

The Napidan and Covadonga, tinclads,
shelled the place and were answerad by ar
artillery fire. One shell was put through
the Covadonga. i

A detachment of the Washington regi-
men, while on a secouting expedition, lost
one man killed and one wounded. and
hilled onps officer and four men of the in-
gurgents.

Avenged n Uthlhinn's Denth,

WASBHINGTON, June f.—Another report
from Colonel Stotzenburg was made publie
by the war department to-day. It related
to the capture of the Manila water works
and pumping statlon on February 6. Larly
In this fight Dr. H. A. Young. of the Utah
battery, was cut off by the Insurgents,
and his body found horribly mutilated. It
was only a few minuwles after seeing this
evidence of barbarity that the Nebraska
emptled one insurgent trench, leaving one
of {is occupunts to be cared for by the
burying squad.

Krupp Guns in Enemy’'s Camp,

MANILA, June 6.—The Insurgents nightly
annoy the troops at San Fernando. Several
Amerieans have been slightly wounded re-
cently. he enemy has several Krupp
guns, which they bring forward and use for
tiring large shells into the town, then re-
treating with thelr guns. One of the In-
surgent shells fell within thirty vards of
General MacArthur's headquarters Satur-
day evening. The American troops do not
reply to the nightly outbreaks.

Ilollo nnd Cebn Cable Open.

WASHINGTON, June f.—The state de-
partment has recelved telegraphic Iufor-
mation that the arrangements made hy
General Otls with the cable company op-
erating in the Philippines for establishing
direct cable communication between Iloiio
and Cebu have been successfully completed
and it Is now open for business,

Fllipinos'Punish Macabehes,

MANILA, June 6.—The rebels on Satur-
day night made an attack upon the friendly
town of Macabebes and, after driving thc
inihabitunts out, burned the town.

WHERE MILES” HOWL HURTS.

Secretary Wilson Says It Will Be n
Long Time Before Packers Re-
gain European Trade.
WASHINGTON, June 6—"It will ba a
long time before the American meat pack-
ers recover from the hue and ¢ry over the
canned beef furnished the United States
army,” sald Secretary Wilson, of the de-

partment of agriculture, yesterday,

“After years of unremitting efforts the
packers had at last succeeded in introducing
our canned meats to the European trade,
and there wis no country where they
cowld not be found, and they were in use
in most of the armles, As goon as the
howl went up that these same packers had
furnished rotten beef to the American
armies, thelr sales went down to nothing.
und now they have all their trade to bulld
up again. It will be doubly hard this time,
because they will not only have to over-
come tha original prejudice against Amer-
lcan meat, but they will have to disprove
In almost every case, to the satisfaction
of the individual buyer, that there was no
foundation in the charges mude against
the meat.

“When the truth overtakes the lle they
may be able to restore their goods to fu-
var, but they will have & hard time to re-
build their trade. On the whole, hawever,
the outlook for trade in meats appears to
be very good. Hitherto we have been al-
most unable to send live cattle to any Eu-
ropean couhitry beciure of the restrictions
with which the trade has bean surrounded.
Their entry was not forbldden by any
country, but In addition to the state regu-
lations there have always been so many
petty munlicipal and departmental regula-
tions that tha exportirtion of cattle to
thesa countries has not pald.

“Belgivm has agreed to admit our cattle
under favorable conditions, and several
other countries are expected to follow her
example. Efforts will be made to have one
examination of the catile answer state and
municipal requirements, so as to do away
with the numerous examinations and the
multipliclty of fees, Germany, we hear, is
taking a more favorable view of our pork,
and we expect to have the restrictions that
have been placed upon its importation re-
voked to such an extent as to afford us o
good _m;.rkel there for pork and pork prod-
ucts.”

MISSOURI CROP REPORT.

Latest Bulletin Issued by the Siate
Sectlon of the United States
Wenther Burenn.

COLUMBIA, MO., June 6.—(Speclal.) The
weekly crop report, Issued here to-day by
the Missourl sectlon of the United States
weather bureau, says:

In scme of the southern and weslern
courjiles corn has been well cultivated,
considerable having been plowed the third
time, but In many counties the fields are
very weedy, cuitivition having been pre-
vented by the frequent rains. Where not
o0 badly choked by weeds, corn is goner-
ully growing well, put there 15 much com-
plaint of poor stands, especially in the
central and northern sections, In & num-
ber of the northern counties only about
one-half of the crop has yet been planted.

Cotton, in the southeastern counties, is
generally growing mnicely, though there 5
some complaint that the stund is poor and
some fleldg are very foul. There 13 also
some complaint of lice in portlons of Pem-
iscot county. Chinchbugs continug wvery
destructive in wheat and in a few countles
the tlelds are belng plowed up. Consider-
able rust is also reported in the southern
spctions and in some of the northeastern
counties the crop has been Injured by the
continued wet weather., In a consid
number of the southern countles, howev
ecarly wheat promises a good yield.

Hirvest will commence in the extireme
southern counties next weoei.

Oats and flax continue to do well as a
rule, and oats are now heading in the
scuthern sections, In a few of the porth-
castern countles, oats and meadows have

been Injured by excessive rains and in
many of the southern counties meadows
are very weedy., Elsewhere the outlook

for thie hay crop Is good.

Clover cutting is in progress in the
southern sections, but the weather has not
been favorable for curing it

Gardens and potatoes are growing nleely
though in some sectlons they are very
werdy.

Apples are still dropping and the crop is
much less promising than a few weeks
ago
gﬁnspbcrrles are ripening In the extreme
south.

To-duy she can only have
one party in Cuba with one object—that of
obtaining the aspiration of years.

“We must devote ourselves o paeilic la-
bors; galn the respect of the world and
show that though our war was honorable
our peace must be more so.

HOW IT WAS RECEIVED.

Americeans Helieve It Expressea Hin
Real Views, bnt His Opponents
Say It Is a Subterfuge.

HAVANA, June 6.—The farewell manifes-
to of General Gomez is the principal topic
of conversation among Americans and Cu-
bans of all shades of pollties. The Ameri-
cans, for the most part, consider It un
aflceting address, expressing the real views
of the old patriot, and also his sincere 1n-
tention to retire from public life. His Cu-
ban admirers say the address will rank
among the most famous in history.

His opponents, especially the members of
the former military assembly, insist that
he has no intéention to retire for more than
a few weeks, and that his real object is to
gain public symputhy. They say ilso that
Colonel Carlos Cespedes virtually writes
the greater part of what Gomez 1ssues to
the publie, though in this Instance, proba-
b]_t‘fu third was written by Gomez him-
self. .

General Gomez spent the morning at his
residence attending to business, and he de-
clined to see visitors this afterncon, giving
as an excuse tha weakness that followed
his recent indisposition. Toward evening
he was seen driving, accompanied by an
ajde. It i= not thought probable that he
will leave Havana before the Ist of July.

After visiting S8an Domingo he expacts to
return to Cuba in order to remove the body
of his son. Francisco Gomez, who was kill-
ed with General Antonlo Maceo, He de-
rirnri; to reinter the remalns in his native
and.

Many residents of Havana, who are neith-
er friendly nor unfriendly to Gomez, believe
thnt, If he live=s, he will soon wish to re-
sume his connections with the fsland; and
they alszo belleve that Cuhban sentiment in
the main would favor his being largely in-
terested in the Tuture Cuban republic, even
if not as Its president.

Sifmailon Getting Serions at Rieh Hill,

RICH HILL, MO., June 6.—(Specinl.) The
situatlon among the miners here Is grow-
tng somewhat serious, meetings are held
almost hourly.

Colonel
MeKibben is now on duty at Columbus
barracks, 0. He has a splendid record and
is one of the most popular officers in the
Army. -

Langhed Although Fined.

PRINCETON, KY., June 6—Every man
in town was fined to-day for contempt of
court. A petition had been signed by all
the citizens ssking the grand jury not to
indiet the insurance companies and no in-
dictments were found. The common-
wealth's attorney moved to proceed against
the =igners for contempt of court. The
judge affixed the fine at 1 cent, and the de-
fendunts applauded the decision.
